Now it 
seems those who want a black-iance 
station are concentrating on 99,1, 
the frequency vacated when CKO 
went belly-up. The appeal for 92.5 
went nowhere, with the “federal 
cabinet” (whatever that is) agreeing 
with the CRTC that the country 
music format proposed by Rawlco 
get the nod. Apparently, this 
“federal cabinet’’ includes Com- 
munications Minister Marcel Masse. 
Masse, a government employee, says 
he can't order the CRTC to give the 
next license to a black-oriented 
station, since “the CRTC operates 
at arm’s length from government."

FM Filters’ News 

Erie Sundius sent information on 
ceramic filters from a Murata Erie 
catalog. “I have not ordered any 
110s or 130s yet, but when | do | 
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FeC-Fm 
will let you know where | ordered them, and how they 
performed. 

"| have mouified five tuners, a Superadio and a car 
stereo with 150 kHz filters, | hadi the most success with 
a Marantz digital receiver, model SR_440. This unit 
required three filters. | can now DX frequencies 
agjacent to strong locals with very little splatter. And | 
have adjusted the stereo threshold to a very low level so, 
that | can DX in stereo. The performance is much better 
than my Heathkit AJ-1510 tuner. | achieved moderate 
success modifying a new Sherwood RA-1140 receiver. 
This unit cost only $88 new, and hes 16 presets. | have 
defeated the automatic FM muting and replaced the 
ceramic IF filter with a 150 kHz filter. This receiver will 
make a good auxiliary tuner, at an excellent price. Keep 
up the great work on your column.” Eric might want to 
consider writing an article saying in general terms how 
you can defeat the automatic FM muting to permit 
DXing in stereo on receivers that combine the muting 
with the stereo switch. 

“You listed new 98.5 in Rocky Mount NC in 7-89 
VUD, but missed the boat on ‘Call Letters Assigned’? 
They are \WSAY-FM and are already on air,” says Gus 
Mancuso. | understand it is country, stereo. “WJMA-FM 
still 96,7-jump the gun, jump the gun! WRCQ Dunn NC 
(x 103.1) to 103.5 in effect OK. . . Got 112 in New 
Bern and 158 from Emporia VA. Range was from DC to 
GA from both spots; only weird catch was WWSN 107.7 
Ohio from Emporia, in for almost an hour with no 
fade!” Next June he hopes to go to South Hill VA. “It 
should be great—after 11 p.m. closest station on air will 
be 93.5, 25 miles away with only about 10 within 50 
miles; 88-92 is actually too clean. . . The 158 from 
Emporia is my two-night record now. Hope to break the 
three night work of 169 from Bellefontaine OH in 1989. 

Anything under 200 will probably disappoint, 
especially with skips and/or staying four nights. Also 
good is PGT goes off 7 p.m. and WPTM at 12.” 

Mike Cherry sends word of a solar-powered station, 
IRIE-FM (“eye-ree FM”) in Ocho Rios, Jamaica with 7 
kw, 24 liours sterev on 107.1, with a relayer on 107.5 at 
Port Antonio on the east coast. “They play reggae and 
nothing else [and] everywhere you go in Jamaica you 
can hear Irie-FM coming out of houses, cars and 
boomboxes! Although only on the air for approximately 
five months, it is quickly becoming a favorite with locals 
of all ages. Nice signal. . . JBC-FM and RJR are reported 
to be increasing the ratio of reggae in their music 
formats. [Also] some Spanish stations that might have 
been tropo from Costa Rica were heard on Jamaica 
recently”. In the ‘60s, FM was reported on that island 
from Costa Rica and some of the other Caribbean 
islands via tropo and skip from Brazil. Reception of 
Colombia and Venezuela was probably tropo. “| hope 
there won't be a postal strike here in Canada—! would 
sure like my new FM Atlas plus a chance to get the 
Christmas mail before this ha pens!” 

‘Mike writes about an FM DX aid, a booster or FM 
pre-amp which is located at the receiver: “The Magnum 
Sleuth 150 never ceases to amaze me! It literally sucks 
the weak-signal tropo (and probably aurora when that 
mode is usable) out of the scatter! I'm even able to get 
decent stereo reception out of my regular tropo and 
tropo-scatter stations! | have yet to try using it with my 
tewatt FM exciter, but that experiment will be soon 
cgming.”” Mike had one mystery from his recent DXing, 
which tumed out to be KTNE-FM *91.1 Alliance NE 

“| enjoyed Joel Rosenbery's article on DAB tests and 
| observed the same video ana audio modulation 
characteristics,” says Mike. “Frequencies used here were 
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797.5 and 800.5 mz (1 kw ERP). Vancouver's tests 
ended around Aug. 23. Enclosed are some frequency 
fyers from the CBC's recent open house in Vancouver. 
Dave Sinclair brought them over when he visited. We 
four-wheel drove up to the Mt, Bruce bandscan mountai 
top location (64 stations) and hopefully Greg Conigl 
will have our bandscan report published soon. We yot to 
tour the CKVU-10 and CBU-FM1 facility on nearby 
Hope Hill, Mt. Tuam on Salt Spring island. The ‘meter 
reader’ wasn't actually on either station's engineering 
staff, but was paid to take the twice-weekly readings. He 
seemed to know little or nothing about wave propagation 
other than ground-wave and had some vague explanation 
about CBC having problems picking up their stereo 
service signal from Vancouver. . . For now they are 
using a Sony receiver to pick up the primary feed on 
108.7 for rebroadcast. . . During my Sunday, Aug. 25 
“Rockers’ reggae show on CITR *101.9 Vancouver | got 
a call from an Es listener in Wray CO who was picking 
Us up in Stereo. . . The listener wasn’t a DXer but had 
noticed DX FM stations in previous years. . . See, it does 
pay for Canadian stations to spew out their call letters 
and request line numbers, If any WTFDA members pick 
us up, the number is (604) 228-2487, I'm on noon to 3 
p.m. Pacific time. If | knew an opening to BC was in 
progress, | would give the calls often enough to help 
Dxers verify CITR. . . One of these days | must get with 
it and order up some 180 and 150 kHz filters for the 
Sansui receiver.”

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TECHNICAL TOPICS 


Back in the April ‘90 VUD my first article appeared, covering the more technical side 
of selective ceramic filters for FM DX improvement. I appreciate all the comments, 
letters, and help that followed from fellow club members. During the last several 
months 1 have been able to do a bit more research and experimenting in the lab...and 
the results have been very successful, This part 2 of 2 will be very results-oriented, 
with actual test data. Perhaps this article, together with the one in April, will give 
readers a complete reference on the subject of ceramic. filters. 


WHAT YOU SEE WITH YOUR EYES 


Almost everyone who's tried installing narrower filters has noticed that they are 
very lop-sided; that makes the tuner more selective on one side of a channel than the 
other, More observant DX’ers have noted that while close-in selectivity is much 
better with narrower filters, alternate channel selectivity is degraded. |The most 
persistent experimenters (myself included) who have managed to locate filters with 
bandwidths of 130, 110, and even 55 kHz have been less than enthused after trying 
them. All of these effects can be explained. 


First, these little filters do not have very tight tolerances, Not even as tight as I 
originally believed. There is a very noticable unit-to-unit difference in each of the 
following characteristics: center frequency, ripple, and bandwidth. Center 
frequency can vary +/-30 kHz according to the data sheet, but in my collection there 
are a few that are as much as 75 kHz off (I define center frequency as the point of 
minimum loss in the passband--this is what you care about when tuning). If you buy 
three filters having a nominal bandwidth of 110 kHz, and cascade them, you might 
have on overall bandwidth of 170 kHz or more! 


Ripple varies significantly from unit to unit. Notice in figure 1 how different the 
two curves are. These were both 110 kHz filters, bought at the same time, from the 
same source. One is very flat in the passband (this is desirable), while the other is 
somewhat lop-sided. This contributes noticably to distortion--especially if several of 
these are cascaded. And bandwidth, typically defined as the range of frequencies 
over which the filter passband is 3 dB down, varics from 20 to 25%. This is 
complicated by the ripple problem. Together these discrepancies can make the 
tuning action of a tuner very lop-sided. (Attempting to internally adjust the IF to 
match the filters doesn't work.) 


I have found that by buying, say, 20 filters of a particular type, T can measure them 
and thereby hand-pick only 4 or 5 that have a nice flat response and a center 
frequency very close to 10.7 MHz. Then when I cascade them into a tuner, the 
performance is noticably better than if filters are chosen from the lot at random. All 
of this suggests another reason why manufacturers use wider bandwidth filters in 
their products than one might think necessary. Over a run of thousands of front 
ends, it increases the probability that every one will work satisfactorily without the 
expense of workers hand-selecting every single component. 


In Figure 2, there are three curves. These represent actual (not advertised) data for 
three Murata filters I obtained from the manufacturer. One is a 55 kHz unit, one a 
110, and one a 150. Notice how the 150 unit is off-center, but rclatively flat. This 
would cause a tuner to have noticably (in this case, about 10 dB) better selectivity on 
one side of a channel than the other. If I used more than one, this lop-sidedness 
could be significantly better or worse, The 55 kHz unit is not only off-center, but is 
not at all flat near the center. As expected, when installed, this garbled up the audio 
so bad that nothing could be understood. Most importantly, notice the stopband 
attenuation, Ideally, you would want a filter to completely kill an adjacent channel 
Nature won't allow this, but the typical ceramic filter is not too shabby. The 150 kHz 
unit attenuates all the out-of-band signals by at least 45dB. The 110 kHz unit doesn't 
do so well, about 36B less on average. The 55kHz unit is about 10dB worse yet. The 
point is this: just because a narrower filter is used, overall results may not improve. 
You want to increase adjacent channel selectivity, but without decreasing image 
rejection and alternate channel selectivity. More is not necessarily better. 


WHAT YOU HEAR WITH YOUR EARS 


Figure 3 is a summary, in general terms, of what I've leamed in the lab and from 
experimentation, It attempts to communicate the tradeoffs discussed in this article, 


Along the horizontal axis is a range of possible filter bandwidths (it doesn’t matter 
how many filters are used in cascade for this graph). The DX'er wants the narrowest 
bandwidth possible. As you might expect, going to wider bandwidths increases 
distortion and decreases intelligibility because the two adjacent signals begin to 
overlap the desired one. (If there are no adjacent signals, the same result occurs 
because more noise is received: a decrease of SNR). Going to ever-narrower 
bandwidths increases distortion and reduces intelligibility because less of the 
information in the signal is recovered and because the filters are not as well 
behaved. It is clear where the happy mediums are to be found. 


OVERALL IMPRESSIONS 


For these experiments, I use a Pioneer TX-7500 tuner, a nice analog wner from the 
late 70's that I bought used for $25 at a yard sale. It came with three filters, which | 
replaced with sockets to facilitate experimentation. A Probe Nine antenna up in the 
attic is my signal source. The dial here is, of course, very crowded, with all channels 
(except 100.5) deep with stations. I tried S5kHz filters. Even with just one, all of the 
adjacent problems go away...there was even dead space between adjacent stations. 
Unfortunately, the audio that came out of the speakers was so garbled that even 
strong local ‘stations were practically unintelligible. Plus, there were some image 
problems, Then I used 110 and 130 kHz filters. With these, the audio was acceptable, 
but the very weak stations were still hard to understand. You could hear distortion 
on musical peaks (=maximum FM deviations). Further, the stopband attenuation of 
these units was worse than the original 230kHz factory filters, 1 found I had to tune 
very carefully to avoid splatter from adjacent and even altemate channel stations. 


[NOTE: portable radios typically only use one or two filters and narrower band 
discriminators--these might really benefit from use of the 130's and 110's. For 
example, the Radio Shack DX-440 uses two filters. I replaced them with 2 130 and a 110 
and it made a fairly dramatic improvement. Gus Mancuso does most of his DX'ing on 
one of these now. A GE Superadio would benefit from a 130 or even 110 and a bit of 
tweaking. ] 


180kHz filters will always be @ big improvement over the factory filters, particularly 
if cascaded, and you pay almost no penalty in audio distortion, 150's will be a little 
better. Going from a 230 to a 150 can be expected to biy you about 15-20dB 
improvement in ACS. To achieve even better selectivity the secret is to cascade 
several units. For example, a set of five, properly cascaded, could have S4db/octave 
rolloff and 80dB of stopband attenuation. The circuit presented in Figure 4 takes 
advantage of this by correctly cascading and matching five filters and providing 
enough gain to overcome their loss. ‘The 150's gave the best overall performance and 
were unbeatable when cascaded. When I selected the best of my 180 and 150kHz 
filters using a spectrum analyzer and a sweep oscillator, and built up a S-filter 
circuit (as shown in Fig. 4) using these, and installed it in the TX-7500, it produced the 
best DX performance I've ever been able to achieve. (I'd love to do a side by side 
comparison with a MR-78 sometime.) With this circuit inserted between the front 
end assembly and the IF strip, 1 have about 30-70dB of ACS! (The -34B bandwidth is 
LISkHz; the -40 dB bandwidih is 260kHz; and the stopband attenuation is better than 
70dB. | The center frequency wound up being off by 20kHz--hence the “30-70dB.") 
With a rotatable antenna on the TX-7500, I can now DX on any FM channel 


The circuit presented in Fig. 4 could be built for less than $20 by just about anyone; 
there is nothing tricky. In fact, the easiest method of construction would be to start 
with a piece of 3.5" x 1.5" board and lay out the components in the same positions as 
they appear in Fig. 4. Then just use the leads of the components, instead of cutting 
and stripping wire, to make the connections. Use coax to make the input and output 
connections to the tuner. It can be installed between the IF and RF section of any 
tuner having an IF of 10.7MHz, even those older tuners made before the introduction 
of ceramic filters. Or, it can be installed in place of an existing ceramic filter (leave 
off the 560- and 100-ohm resistors on the input). Overall circuit gain is set at -5dB (to 
match a ceramic filter and also keep noise at a minimum). The circuit can be 
powered off the tuner's B+, anywhere from 9-15V. 


T know the average person does not have access to RF equipment for checking out 
individual filters...and that the tolerances of Toko, Murata-Eric, and TDK filters are 
not very tight...and what effects the filters have on the audio quality and distortion. 
(See Figure 3.) I also know that of all the filters I've tested, it seems the narrower 
bandwidth units have worse image rejection (although there is no theoretical reason 
for this). Therefore, I feel that the 180kHz units offered by Digi-Key and the 150kHz 
units from Hosfelt (at only $1.00 each!) are the best overall compromise. I really 
don't see any advantage at all in fooling with narrower filters than these. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


If you have an analog tuner, you have an advantage no matter what factory filters 
come inside the cabinet. Just replacing the existing filters with I80kHz units will 
make a dramatic improvement in your ability to tune adjacent channels, and you will 
probably not notice the slight loss of highs in the audio. By going to 150 kHz units, 
your DX performance improves more (this is especially good in car radios) 


If you have a digital tuner, e.g. one with synthesized tuning which can only allow 
you to tune in discrete (heaven forbid, only 100 kHz!) steps, you need to use a 
narrower filter. The 150 kHz units are still your best compromise. 130's might do 
slightly better, but don't bother unless you can get them easily. The problem is your 
tuner's inability to off-tune--an important DX capability no matter what filters are 
used. Not to sound defeatist, but the owners of most mass-market receivers and tuners 
will find an FM section with 200 or 100kHz tuning steps and no more than 2 or 3 
filters. These owners will never notice any dramatic improvements if they have 
many stations on the dial (which is just about everywhere these days). 


If the tuner has 5 or more filters already installed, don't try to replace all of them 
with the narrowest units you can find, You will be much more successful if you first 
identify the order they are wired in the circuit, and leave the first two as factory 
stock. Then replace all the rest with moderate bandwidth, say, 180kHz units. If you 
have a 150 lying around, you might try replacing the /ast filter in the series with 
your 150. If you replace the entire chain with 150 kHz or narrower filters, you are in 
for disappointment (untolerable distortion and degraded image rejection), 


If you have one of the older (pre 1970's) tuners, chances are near 100% that no 
ceramic filters are used at all. If you aren't satisfied with the performance of these, 
you could be in for a real treat if you take the trouble to change it over. (I have in 
mind the kit tuners sold in the 60's.) 


To conclude this article, here is a table listing the specs of all the filters I can get my 
hands on and test out. Good luck with the circuit if you try to build one. Any 
questions or comments...feel free to write. If you need help modifying a very old 
tuner, please enclose a circuit diagram of same, and an SASE.

multi-national electronics chain store, and aimed at 
the “do-it-yourself” crowd--most other antenna 
brands are built to please professional antenna 
installers, your professionals who also sell them because they know what does work and does not work. T think 
Radio Shack antennas often are designed with shipping considerations placed ahead of performance specs; with 
‘the main objective of getting them into and out of their hundreds of stores as quickly and efficiently as possible, 
bloratencoeret wiry 


But there are some Archer antennas that might be considered by TV DXers on a budget who may be away from 
their home systems, either as "dorm DXers" or on vacation or on a DX-pedition. They may not be quite in the same 
league with your Channel Master, your Winegard or your General Instrument, but they tend to be far more 
“transportable” and much, much cheaper. Then there’s the one big advantage Radio Shack enjoys aver most other 
sources of antenna equipment and accessories: they are as close as your local Shopping Mall. Archer model 1654 
"y-185"—their best VHF-only model—normally sells for about $60, roughly around half of what the best 
VHF-only antennas (for example, Channel Master’s high end Crossfire or Winegard’s biggest Chromestar) go for 
at wholesale. The V-185 is often down to around $50 when they have one of their seasonal promotional sales. At 
one of their "as-is, where-is" sales they might be even a few bucks less if you shop carefully. 


‘A (non-DXer) friend installed one of these VHF-only models as a "back-up" (together with a coaxial A/B switch) 
for his cable-TV service; which seems to go down for a day every time it rains. (Want something more reliable 
than cable? ‘The answer is TVRO.. He at least wanted to be able to watch his local (ch 7) and semi-locals (mostly 
Canadians from Kingston, Ont., and we can get some Syracuse NY) when he loses the cable feed. Poor devil even 
bought a Radio Shack rotor and aluminum mast sections, neither of which I could ever recommend. He had wanted 
‘to buy one of what we call their “All-channel Football Season specials," the promotional piece of Junk that RS 
hauls out every year (it looks like it could be aut-performed by four plastic coat hangers in series). I’m glad he 
bought the V-185. Much to my own surprise, the antenna does a pretty fair jab on the channel 2 - 13 range. 


Nothing new or different about the basic design of this antenna, It’s a pretty simple antenna concept, based on & 
variation of the log-periodic (LPDA) principle. ‘The V-185 log antenna design is a driven-element array 
consisting of seventeen sets of dipole elements (usually, the more elements, the more gain—if proper boom 
Iength is observed) fed in parallel using "criss-cross" (transposed) feed line, Bach set of dipoles is designed to 
be electrically resonant to the wavelengths of a portion of the 54 ta 108 and 174 to 216 MHz rangesi in other 
words, TV channels 2 - 6 and the FH broadcast range, and TV channels 7 - 13, This antenna is entirely composed 
of driven elements—no directors or reflectors as would be found on the best high-performance wide band VHF 
antennas. ‘The variation is the multi-mode "vee" design, which was first widely used by several manufacturers in 
tthe late 60's. Most larger manufacturers of the time, such as Jerrold, RMS, JFD; Antenna Craft, eventually even 
Channel Master, offered multimoded vee logs~—this design had the flat frequency response required for reliable 
color subcarrier reception, pretty important in the new color TVs in that era, 


I had a chance to get a quick look at this antenna in operation here. As expected, the forward gain) nulls) and 
front-to-back performance were nowhere near the equal of, say; a Channel Master. Also this antenna is about 
{3-and-a half-foot long, which is a tad on the short side for what the optimum for this design should be. But the 
antenna did a surprisingly good Job, especially on high band (ch 7 ~ 13) range. While the mulls were poor to 
practically non-existent and front-to-back performance is very bad (true of all veed LPDA types) forward gain on 
high band was decent, all things being considered. A "conservative guesstimate" — this antenna averages close 
to 7.5 dB over a dipole on highband. Not the best for weak-signal performance—but it beats rabbit ears or 
ribbon line dipoles by a wide margin, and is easily better than mary smaller log-yagis and combo antennas of the 
ame or smaller size. The lowband performance is nothing special though. Average gain in the 54 - 108 MHz 
range, again a guesstimate, would appear to be around 4.5 dB, and there seemed tobe a definite "roll-off" at ch 
2. I did not have a chance to check out this antenna’s response on the FM band—-but any small FM log yagi 
(including Archer's awn 15-1636) would outperform this wideband design. 


In summary, major advantage of the V-185 is it’s transportability. It is fairly cheap for the moderate gain and 
wideband coverage involved—and it might serve DXers well as a “search” antenna or a back-up array for times 
when your main VHF TV DX antenna is not in working order. Though it does not have the nulls or back rejection 
needed for best DXing performance; it should outperform simple antennas such as rabbit ears or quad loops in 
most &-skip openings. It has what looks to be just enough gain to offer you a good sampling of signals when 
conditions are “up.” It is hardly anything like a high-end super duper log yagi or cut-channel when it comes to 
weak signal performance; but in all, not too bad-~for what was expected to be a mediocre antenna.
